Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The claim fails to set forth any claimed subject matter and fails to provide any structural 
limitation to define the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Greer (6729653). As 
best understood view of the 1 12 matters above. Greer teaches a a , Howell teaches a transparent 
guard for hands free viewing as claimed. 

7. Claim 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by anyone of Perrelle 
(6262854), Vogler (5625969), Howell (385717), Hunter (5308034), and Hunter (5145141). 
Each of these references teaches a clear plastic cover that can give hands free protection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over anyone of Hunter 
(5308034), and Hunter (5145141), Perrelle (6262854), Greer (6729653). Each of these 
references teaches a clear rectangular piece with rounded edges. It is noted that there are other 
elements in these references. However, the claim does not exclude other elements. The only 
element as set forth in the claim is a clear rectangular piece with rounded edges, and each of 
these references teaches such an element. Furthermore, the recitation "rounded edges" only 
requires only two edges to be rounded. Thus Greer, would meet this limitation. 

10. Claim 1 is again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over anyone of 
Howell (5351927) or Vogler (5625969) in view of anyone Hunter (5308034), and Hunter 
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(5145141), Perrelle (6262854), Greer (6729653). Each of the Howell and Vogler references 
teaches a clear rectangular piece, but does not mention about the rounded edges. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide rounded edge to protect against 
accident.
